THE THREAT OF EXTREMISTS 


In the past few weeks the racial violence in Mississippi has 
been the focal point of the American people and the people of the 
world. 


What we saw in Mississippi we all deplore, but what some 
of us may not have seen was the conduct of right-wing extremist 
Edwin Walker. This man, who openly incited revolution against 
the government of the U. S., is one of these so called ultra-patriots 
who constantly attack responsible leaders and responsible institu- 
tions. 


His conduct in Mississippi should awaken the American peo- 
ple to the motives and plans of some of these right-wing extre- 
mists of our times. 


These so called untra-patriots who warn us of the perils of 
communism in government are an equal threat themselves. 


These men like Walker, who in one breath deplore the com- 
munists and in the next defend prejudice and discrimination, 
illustrated very clearly the inconsistencies and changes these extreme 
groups make to serve their own ambitions and plans. 


How do these groups differ from the Communists? For they 
too want to limit the freedoms of certain groups. And to the best 
of my understanding the Communists have the same objectives. 


These groups, who have labeled former President Eisenhower 
a Communist and former President Truman “‘pink’’ are of the 
opposite extremes from the Communists, yet they are nearly the 
same. 


This paradox is very clear if you realize there is a point 
where extreme groups meet. If you go too far to the left or too 
far to the right there is a meeting place. 


I do not mean to imply the objectives of the right winger 
and the Communists are the same, but I do suggest they have simi- 
lar methods of achieving their goals. And any group that limits 
the freedoms or rights of any individual, regardless of race or 
creed, is not an organization I would support nor wish to elect 
to responsible position in government. 


I am confident the American people recognize these groups 
for what thy are and put them in the category of THREATS TO 
AMERICAN FREEDOMS, but I also believe that we all need 
reminding now and again that these groups exist.

Although much of the list is de- 
termined by the courses offered on 
all campuses. especially those which 
are staples to English majors, it 
does show clearly the direction of 
thought in most colleges.

The content of student reading, 
particularly outside of classes, has 
generally shown what and how they 
think of the world they have to live 
in and cope with. Their reading 
seems either to echo its problems 
or offer an answer to their con- 
eern for it.
